Fears Tories 
‘will face no 
opposition’ 


A NEW leisure centre in Ely and a rail¬ 
way station for Soham are among the 
projects on the agenda for re-elected 
leader of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), James Palmer. 

However, the fact that he and so 
many Tories secured seats in last 
week’s election has left a sour taste in 
the mouths of Liberal Democrats, who 
fear the council will now operate “at its 
most undemocratic in living memory". 

The Tories won 36 of the 39 available 
seats - up 13 from the number of seats 
achieved in the last election. 

The Lib Dems lost eight seats as only 
two councillors were elected, along 
with one Independent councillor - see 
page 13 for the full results. 

Cllr Palmer said: “It is a great privilege 
to have been returned as leader of the 
council. The electorate voted on our 
strong recent record of delivering the 
services which people wanted while 
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ensuring we made sure every penny 
of their council tax was well spent. We 
have been given the mandate to now 
go on and deliver on the promises we 
have made over the last few weeks and 
months.” 

But Cllr Lorna Dupre, leader of the 
local Lib Dem group and one of the two 
elected Lib Dems, is concerned. 

In a letter to Ely News this week, she 
said: “In circumstances completely be¬ 
yond its control, a Liberal Democrat 
council group of ten was swept away 
in the blue tsunami that engulfed Eng¬ 
land, and has been reduced to a group 
of two. 

“Along with the now lone non-party 
councillor, we form the only challenge 
to an overwhelmingly dominant Con¬ 
servative group. 


“The next four years are likely to see 
ECDC operating at its most undemo¬ 
cratic in living memory. Never was the 
case for electoral reform stronger.” 

Cllr Palmer said he agreed that “effec¬ 
tive democracy needed an opposition”. 

He said: “The Lib Dems have in the 
last four years stood publicly against 
the Ely Bypass and the proposed leisure 
centre - this disconnection from the 
views of local people is surely more of 
a barometer of their failure in the local 
election. 

“However I do agree with Cllr Dupre 
that effective democracy needs an op¬ 
position to scrutinise the policies of the 
ruling administration. I have already 
given a lot of thought about how to 
tackle this and have arranged to meet 
with Cllr Dupre and Cllr Beckett (Inde¬ 
pendent) to discuss this further.”

Kevin’s charity 
trek in memory 
of daughter Holly

THE father of murdered 
schoolgirl Holly Wells is to 
trek along the Great Wall 
of China in memory of his 
daughter. 

Kevin Wells, 51, from So- 
ham, will spend seven days 
taking on the challenging 
terrain of the ancient wall, 
which was built over 2,000 
years ago and is one of the 
Seven Wonders of the World. 

Kevin, who lives with 
his wife, Nicola, 48, in Red 
House Gardens, is putting 
his stamina to the test to 
raise money for Grief En¬ 
counter - the charity he has 
been patron of since 2004. 

It was on August 4, 2002 
that Kevin and his family’s 
and friends’ lives changed 
forever. 

Their daughter, Holly, and 
her friend, Jessica Chapman, 
both 10, were murdered by 
local school caretaker Ian 
Huntley in what turned out 
to be one of the most high 
profile murder cases in the 
UK. 

Huntley was convicted in 
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December 2003 of the girls’ 
murder and sentenced to 
two terms of life imprison¬ 
ment, with the High Court 
later setting a minimum 
term of 40 years. 

Huntley had disposed of 
the bodies near RAF Laken- 
heath, where they were dis¬ 
covered on August 17 by a 
local farm worker. 

His girlfriend, Maxine 
Carr, was the girls’ teaching 
assistant at St Andrew’s Pri¬ 
mary School. Carr had pro¬ 
vided Huntley with a false 
alibi and was sentenced to 
21 months for perverting the 
course of justice. 

Kevin is being joined on 
the challenge by two friends, 
Robert Wright, from Dull- 
ingham, and Ali Msabaha, 
from Soham, and together 
they hope to raise around 
£20,000 for Grief Encounter. 

Kevin, who runs a contract 
cleaning and window clean¬ 


ing business, said: “After los¬ 
ing Holly, I both witnessed 
and experienced the effects 
that bereavement and the 
grieving process can have 
on your life and your future. 

“We will never forget Holly 
but life does move on; it has 
to, and the intensity of your 
grief does diminish as the 
years pass. Grief Encounter 
helped us learn how to man¬ 
age our grief and that is why 
I will never stop supporting 
the charity.” 

Kevin and Nicola have 
recently become grandpar¬ 
ents as their son, Oliver, now 
25, and his partner, Lydia 
Chambers, had their first 
child, Ethan, 18 months ago. 
Lydia is due to give birth to 
their second child in June.

with Essex Police for five years. 

The court heard he was "utterly 
intoxicated" at the time.

‘They left me for dead 
- but I feel no anger’ 


JORDAN DAY 
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A MAN who was robbed, 
beaten up and left for dead 
in a park in Ely says he feels 
no anger towards his attack¬ 
ers. 

Architect Tony Walton, 67, 
who has lived in Ely almost 
all his life, was in hospital for 
100 days after being brutally 
attacked and left lying in the 
city’s Cherry Hill Park. 

He was set upon as he 
walked home through the 
park after a night out with 
friends at the Prince Albert 
pub on October 16 last year. 

On May 5, his attackers; 
Lee fones, 33, of Skegness 
Road, Stevenage, and Sebas¬ 
tian Yellowe, 23, of Langth- 
orne Avenue, Stevenage, 
who were staying at a wom¬ 
an’s house in Ely at the time, 
were found guilty of robbery 
and causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent following 
a trial at King’s Lynn Crown 
Court. 

They stole his mobile 
phone, wedding ring, a bank

card and cash. 

Tony’s wife of 20 years, An¬ 
gela, and their son, fames, 
17, went to look for him 
after becoming concerned 
when he didn’t return home. 
They found him lying un¬ 
conscious beside a fence in 
the park at around 12.45am. 

Tony’s injuries were so 
bad that lames, a student at 
King’s Ely, was unable to rec¬ 
ognise him, and nurses had 


to support his nose just so 
that he could breathe as his 
face had been stamped on. 

Tony said: “I don’t feel any 
anger towards the people 
who did it; I don’t really feel 
anything towards them to be 
honest. 

“I just hope that they get a 
reasonable enough sentence 
and that they are not able to 
do what they did to me to 
anyone else. 

“I don’t remember any¬ 
thing about the attack, 
which I think is a good thing. 
I just remember waking up 
in hospital so I don’t get any 
bad dreams or anything. 

“It’s had more of an im¬ 
pact on Ange and fames, and 
they’ve been incredibly sup¬ 
portive to me, as have all my 
family and friends.” 

Tony is now on the road 
to recovery and is opening 
a new kitchen design com¬ 
pany with his business part¬ 
ner, Alan King, called lulian 
London Kitchens, in Ely later 
this month.

A COUPLE are desperately 
trying to raise enough mon¬ 
ey to buy a specialist bed for 
their autistic daughter. 

Gemma and Chris Mat¬ 
thews, from Sutton, had to 
give up their taxi business in 
2013 to care for their autis¬ 
tic children, Samuel, 4, and 
Phoebe, 3. 

They are trying to raise 
£5,844 to buy a special¬ 
ist ‘safe and sound’ bed for 
Phoebe as they say her life is 
at risk in her current bed. 

Gemma, 30, who lives 
with her family in St An¬ 
drews Close, said: “Phoebe 
was diagnosed with autism 
in February. She also has a 
seperate diagnosis of hyper- 
acusis, which means certain 
sounds cause her physical 
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pain. 

“Life is difficult for her as 
she cannot communicate 
very well, she gets very frus¬ 
trated and self harms. She 
hits her head and claws at 
her own body. 

“Phoebe does not sleep 
at all well. Her main sleep 
is between 7pm and 11pm. 
She is then awake every 
hour until 3am when she is 
up for the day.” 

Gemma, who has rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis, said: “At the 
moment Chris and I are hav¬ 
ing to sleep alternate nights 
on Phoebe’s bedroom floor 


as she has no awareness of 
danger so she throws herself 
off her bed. 

“We have also had to fit 
crash mats to her bedroom 
walls as she was headbut¬ 
ting them in her sleep. 

“This bed would mean the 
world as it would enable her 
to sleep in a bed that is 100 
per cent safe, plus enable 
us to get the sleep we need 
and stop us from constantly 
worrying.”

Bicycles worth thousands of pounds stolen during raid

They are only sold by Quella, 
Halfords and wiggle.co.uk and cost 


more than £300 each. 

Mark Langley, co-owner of Quella, 
said: "The break-in is extremely 
annoying. They forced their way in 
through a padlocked door. 

"The fact that around 30 models

A HAIRDRESSER whose face 
was badly cut when she was 
glassed in a pub in Ely says 
she has turned “negatives 
into positives”. 

One year ago, Caitlin Mor¬ 
rell, now 22, suffered nerve 
damage and was scarred for 
life when she was glassed by 
a stranger in the Townhouse, 
which she described as feel¬ 
ing “like a bomb had gone off 
in my face”. 

But despite some dark 
days after the attack, she 
has “fulfilled her dreams” by 
swimming with dolphins in 
Mexico and finding love at 
home. 

On top of that, she will 
be jumping 10,000ft out of 
a plane in August to raise 
money for the Katie Piper 
Foundation, which supports 
people with scars and burns.

She said: “My sister Rhian¬ 
non has been my rock since 
the attack and we have de¬ 
cided to turn it into more 
positives. 

“Since my attack I have 
fulfilled my dream of swim¬ 
ming with dolphins in Mexi¬ 
co with my sister - Rhiannon 
booked the holiday on my 
first week back at work and 
we went a few weeks after 
the last court sentence. 

“And now we have fulfilled 


our dreams we want to help 
make a difference to other 
people’s lives.” 

The sisters will reach 
speeds of up to 200mph as 
they plummet towards earth 
on August 12 for the charity. 

The charity’s founder Ms 
Piper was raped and had 
sulphuric acid thrown in her 
face in 2008, when she was 
24. 

Caitlin said: “I read all of 
Katie’s books after my attack; 
they gave me strength and I 
could relate to them as she 
wrote about court cases and 
her emotional roller coaster 
which made me feel that I 
wasn’t alone in my recovery. 

“Katie is such an inspira¬ 
tion to me and she has made 
me embrace my scar and not 
be afraid of what other peo¬ 
ple think of it.” 

Caitlin, who met her boy¬ 
friend Alan Kaza in Octo¬ 
ber last year, added: “I have 
found happiness, fulfilled 
my dreams and found love 
since my attack.

Case for change 

THERE is no denying that Thursday, 
May 7 was a traumatic night for the 
Liberal Democrats, nationally and 
locally. 

In East Cambridgeshire, in 
circumstances completely beyond its 
control, a Liberal Democrat council 
group of 10 was swept away in the 
blue tsunami that engulfed England, 
and has been reduced to a group of 
two. 

Along with the now lone non- 
party councillor, we form the only 
challenge to an overwhelmingly 
dominant Conservative group. 

A total of 52 per cent of the 
crosses on council ballot papers in 
East Cambridgeshire went to the 
Conservatives - yet the vagaries of 
our broken electoral system have 
given them 92 per cent of the 
council seats. Voters whose 48 per 
cent of crosses went elsewhere are 
either under-represented, or not 
represented at all. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council claims to operate a 
committee system for making 
decisions, but in reality it operates 
like a cabinet. Its leadership takes 
major decisions without reference 
to the council or its committees, and 
those who are not part of the inner 
circle are left to read of them in the 
columns of the local press. 

Two years ago it abolished its 
scrutiny committee, reducing 
opportunities for minority group 
councillors to examine its decisions. 
And with the power to 'call in' 
council decisions for review requiring 
support from five councillors, 
opposition members will find this 
avenue now blocked to them too. 

The next four years are likely to see 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
operating at its most undemocratic in 
living memory. 

Never was the case for electoral 
reform stronger and clearer.

Did you gel in? 

I'M sure your readers wanted their 
voice to matter in the recent election. 
But how would they feel if they 
travelled all the way to a polling 
station only to be turned away? 

This is what happened to a number 
of wheelchair voters at the last 
election. 

We decided to investigate this and 
what we found was quite shocking. 
We looked at the 50 most marginal 
constituencies in the UK and found 
that only three had adequate access 
info for wheelchair voters online. 

88% had no info at all! 

This means that many wheelchair 
voters wanting to vote in person 
along with the rest of us might have 
ended up in a situation where they 
couldn't vote, due to lack of access. 
This election was expected to be one 
of the closest in a generation, so it's 
baffling that so little thought was put 
into accessibility. 

Many disabled people don't want 
a postal or proxy vote because 
they want to share in the voting 
experience with the rest of society, 
so why are they being denied that 
choice because local authorities don't 
put a few basic bits of info online? 

I work for the charity Revitalise. 

We run the Jubilee Lodge centre 
in Chigwell, which provides much- 
needed respite holidays for disabled 
people and carers from across the 
region. For us this is a simple matter 
of freedom and choice. 


Polling stations are still under no 
legal obligation to be fully wheelchair 
accessible and as a result, many 
disabled people are being forced by 
a lack of info to rely on postal and 
proxy voting - and we know that 
many people experienced problems 
with these methods too. 

As far as Revitalise is concerned, 
this amounts to a fundamental 
infringement of the democratic right 
of disabled people to choose where 
and how they vote. 

In our view, the electoral 
authorities have five years to find 
suitable premises to use for just one 
day, so they really have no excuses if 
they mess it up! 

To illustrate what might happen 
when access for wheelchair users 
hasn't been thought through, we've 
produced a light-hearted video 
entitled The Perils of Polling, which 
can be viewed on our website. 

I'd like to ask your readers to 
support our call for a dignified voting 
experience for all.

Stabbing: man 
is found guilty

A MAN has been found 
guilty of stabbing a shopper 
‘without warning or provo¬ 
cation’ at a petrol station in 
Soham. 

Edward Parker, of Orchard 
Row, Soham, stabbed his 
34-year-old victim at the BP 
station in Fordham Road in 
broad daylight on Septem¬ 
ber 4 last year. 

His victim was looking at 
the sandwiches in the shop 
area of the station when he 
was stabbed in the abdo¬ 
men with a large knife. 

Parker did not know his 
victim and stabbed him in 
an “unprovoked attack”. 

Emergency services, in¬ 
cluding the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance, attended the 
incident just after 2.20pm 
and the victim was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
land ambulance. 

The man had a 4cm deep 
wound which required sur¬ 


gery and the stabbing hap¬ 
pened while customers and 
staff were inside the shop. 

On Thursday, Parker was 
found guilty of wounding 
with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm (GBH) fol¬ 
lowing a trial at King’s Lynn 
Crown Court. 

Dc Peter Ware said: “This 
was an unprovoked and vi¬ 
cious attack which resulted 
in a significant injury for its 


victim and a great deal of 
distress to several witnesses. 

“Luckily, incidents of this 
nature are extremely rare 
and this was an isolated 
event. 

“I hope this result will give 
the victim some comfort 
that justice has been done.” 

Parker was remanded in 
custody for sentencing at a 
later date and at a court yet 
to be confirmed.

Cambridge University graduate 
and former barrister, Lucy Frazer, 
won the public vote and will re¬ 
place Sir Jim Paice, who has rep¬ 
resented the constituency since 
1987. He announced in March 
2013 he would be standing down. 

Mrs Frazer was surrounded by 
friends, colleagues and family, 
including husband, David, and 
children, Jacob, 9, and Mia, 7, as it 
was declared she had won the seat 
with a whopping 28,845 votes. 

Liberal Democrat candidate 
Jonathan Chatfield won 12,008 
votes, Labour candidate Huw 
Jones achieved 9,013 votes, 
Deborah Rennie, representing 
UKIR won 6,593 votes and Green 
Party candidate Clive Semmens 
achieved 3,047 votes. 

The turnout for the constituen¬ 
cy was 69.87 per cent - up slightly 
from the 69.51 per cent at the last 
general election in 2010. This year 
there were 203 spoiled papers; 
last year there were 122.

“This area has so much more 
potential and I’m looking forward 
to getting down to business. I’m 
aware there’s some hard work 
ahead of me but I’m certainly not 
afraid of that.” 

Mrs Frazer’s journey to becom¬ 
ing MP has not been the smooth¬ 
est. Last January, she was rocked 
by claims that she was wrongly 
announced as the winner of the 
parliamentary selection primary. 

Activists claimed that ballots 
for Heidi Allen were incorrectly 
allocated to Mrs Frazer, and they 
called for a re-count, but Con¬ 
servatives denied any errors and 
Mrs Frazer went ahead to stand 
while Conservative Ms Allen went 
on to stand for the South Cam¬ 


bridgeshire seat, which she won. 

When asked what the five main 
areas she will be focussing on first 
in the consituency are, she said to 
ensure the Ely Southern Bypass 
project remains on track, to con¬ 
tinue to campaign for fairer fund¬ 
ing for schools, to continue to 
develop and promote initiatives 
for local businesses, to continue 
to listen to people and what they 
want and to help support parents 
with children with additional 
needs. 

Mrs Frazer might have shot 
her way to the top spot, but she 
wasn’t as speedy in turning up to 
the count. 

In fact, she had to call a Con¬ 
servative colleague to ask for di¬ 
rections to the sports centre, who 
then asked Ely’s Mayor, Lis Every, 
for “clear directions”, while Mrs 
Frazer waited on the phone. 

She was not the last candidate 
to turn up however as she was 
minutes before Labour’s Huw 
Jones. The first candidate at the 
count was Clive Semmens, from 
the Green Party, shortly followed 
by UKIP’s Deborah Rennie and 
then Liberal Democrat candidate 
Jonathan Chatfield.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

THE fourth instalment of author 
James Runcie’s crime series about a 
Cambridge village is out this month, 
so he’s visiting to chat about it. 

The six book series, The 
Grantchester Mysteries, follows 
clergyman Sidney Chambers - 
described as a full-time priest, part- 
time detective - as he investigates a 
host of crimes in the sleepy riverside 
village. 

The writer and director will be 
talking about the fourth volume, The 
Forgiveness of Sins, for Toppings 
Bookshop in Ely. 

Six stories, dubbed “cosy 
crime”, fill the pages focussing on 
Cambridge during the 1960s - they 
entail: a potentially murdered wife, 
a sinister burn, poison pen letters, a 
piano dropped on a musician’s head, 
a science block explosion and the 
theft of a painting.

A song and a dance... 


F ounder of the UK's first independent 
dance company, 66-year-old 
Richard Alston is what you'd 
call an old hand when it comes to 
choreography, movement and picking 
the most vibrant music to match. 

He is returning to Cambridge 
Arts Theatre with his team of young 
professional dancers as he celebrates 
the company's 20th anniversary through 
leg flexing, leap-filled numbers. It also 
marks his first foray into hip hop - a 
fairly risky strategy at this stage in the 
year. 

However, he has teamed up with 


talented hip hop artist, dancer and 
choreographer, Ajani Johnson-Goffe, 
for the brand new piece in question, 
Nomadic, so he's got the clout to back it 
up. Nomadic "connects Romanian gypsy 
music and electronic sound" we're told, 
and so far the critics have deemed it 
fairly successful.

exciting buzz that left you wanting 
more." 

Also on the bill is Burning, a recent 
piece from associate choreographer 
Martin Lawrance, which takes 
inspiration from Dante's Sonata of Franz 
Liszt, a story of lust and betrayal as a 
love affair falls passionately apart. 

Finally, in a more traditional turn, 
Illuminations is set to composer 
Benjamin Britten's masterpiece of the 
same name, and explores the life of the 
ramshackle, precocious French poet 
Arthur Rimbaud, choreographed to be as 
turbulent as the writer's short existence.

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Do you remember the first meal you ever 
cooked? 

I think it was fish fingers and chips, or 
something like that! My mum used to work 
shifts so, as the eldest child, I'd always cook for 
my brother and sister. I started working on an 
ice cream van at 14 in Great Yarmouth, then 
I moved to a chip shop, and at 16 I began my 
NVQ at college, working in a local restaurant at 
the same time. 

When did you truly fall in love with cooking? 

When I moved to London aged 20; having 
worked in hotels and holiday camps for a 
couple of years, I decided to pack a bag and up 
sticks. Luckily, I found a job within a week as 
a commis chef at a place called The Engineer 
in Primrose Hill; it was a very cool area, quite 
close to Camden, and we got lots of celebrities 
coming in like Kylie and Harry Enfield, who 
would write his comedy scripts over coffee. I 
remember sitting next to Liam Gallagher one 
day and I literally couldn't speak! Eventually I 
plucked up the courage to cook for a few of 
them. 

What was the cuisine like? 

The food was completely fashionable and the 
way we created our menus was great. We'd 
have fish vans and butchers vans that would 
visit and we'd open up the back doors to reveal 
a real Aladdin's Cave of produce. I'd pick what 


I wanted then go back into the kitchen and 
write the menu. The produce was so fresh, it 
was unbelievable; we had a tuna once that was 
bigger than about four of me - it was ridiculous! 
Who has inspired you in the industry? 

Working in Norwich I met a chef called Keith 
Evans, who taught me so much and is a real 
mentor and friend. We had a good two years 
together at a place called The Racecourse in 
Rackheath. He is a very, very talented man and 
the food we served was fine dining - you know, 
blobs of gravy instead of ladles full. He used to 
clip me around the ear every once in a while if 
the duck was slightly over-cooked, but we had a 
really good rapport. 

What's been the highlight of your career? 

It's all the little things really; when a customer 
comes in and says their meal was fantastic or 
if you've cooked for a wedding - thank you 
means so much. I can't sleep for weeks before a 
big event because you feel such a responsibility 
to make sure you provide the very best 
experience. 

You joined The Lazy Otter in October 2013. 
Tell me about the cuisine there... 

It's a mix of everything to cater for all ages and 
pockets, so there's traditional pub fare such 
as cod in Adnams beer batter and home¬ 
made pies, alongside a daily specials menu 
showcasing fresh, locally sourced produce, 


allowing me to indulge my passion and 
creativity - which is without a doubt, the reason 
why chefs love cooking! 

What's your favourite dish on the menu? 

The smoked cod loin off our summer menu 
which comes with crayfish tails, lemon mash 
and dill butter; it's really good and I can't fault 


our fishmonger - it's always top quality stuff. 
The seafood linguine is flying out of the door 
at the moment too; it's a mix of cod, smoked 
haddock, crayfish tails and smoked salmon, 
which we serve in a lobster sauce with baby 
spinach leaves and on a bed of linguine; it's just 
very simple and summery and so popular. 
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Do you have a guilty secret when it comes 
to food? 

Oh I eat terribly at home! I get told off for 
eating cheesy noodles, but in fairness chefs are 
never going to go home and cook themselves 
a gourmet meal are they? 

What would be your last three-course meal 
on this planet? 

I do like deep fried calamari with loads of 
lemon and salt, so that would be the starter, 
then it would have to be a fat steak with a 
big old fried egg on top, with chips of course. 

I haven't got a sweet tooth, so it would be 
cheese and biscuits to finish. 


great to sit there at 6pm and have a cold glass 
of lager. 

Which chefs do you admire? 

When I worked in London I cooked for 
Raymond Blanc, although it was a bit 
disappointing because he only had a burger 
and I wanted to cook him something really 
cool! He did say it was nice though. I like 
Gordon Ramsay because he's a nutbag and 
everyone loves or hates him, and I really like 
Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall because he's like 
I'm going to go out to pick some daffodils and 
make a soup', I think that's brilliant - and he's 
funny, got a good personality and likes fishing!

I think the satisfaction you feel at the end of 
a really busy shift; we did 150 covers on a 
Sunday recently, and it was mad and hot but 
everything went well, everyone was happy 
and the plates all came back clean, so it was

Goodjohn has registered 11 wins 
and four defeats since turning pro 
five years ago following a successful 
amateur career with Haddenham.
